The  long,  cloudless  growing  season,  the  absence  of  Black-spot  and  Mildew  and  con¬ 
sequently  the  absence  of  summer  defoliation,  the  ideal  soil  and  the  artificial  application 
of  just  the  right  amount  of  moisture,  combined  with  our  ultra-modern  methods  of  grow¬ 
ing,  enables  us  to  produce  a  high  quality  plant  in  one  year  that  will  perform  better  in 
your  garden.
